>A friend of mine wrote me the other day and said he probably could not use 
>some US-made ham gear in Germany because it required 220v, two-phase power 
>(H-H-Ground). Apparently in Germany they use single-pase 220v (H-N-G). 


Yes, that's the way I think Europe is wired. But I doubt that the US gear 
usese the 220V in with a ground CT...unless part of it runs on 110V. 
You;11 have to look at the ower wiring within the BA and see how the input 
power is wired. 


I have seen situations where the high powered stuff runs off 220 and a 
separate small power transformer runs the smaller stuff, just to use 
standard parts, I guess. Other than that, 220 should be 220 and no matter 
if it's HHG or HNG. 


In this case, the thing to do would be to have two power cords and run the 


small stuff off a suitable step-down transformer. That way he can use the 
equipment he wants to use.

On 7/13/97, one of the members asked: 


>> I picked up a military receiver (R-10A) at the Foothill swap 
>>yesterday and wanted to get some info on it. It looks identical to an 
>>ARC-5 receiver with the exception that it has no dial (in its place is 
>>a jack) and instead of the plugin unit on the bottom of the front 
>>panel there are two additional jacks. The set is also painted a 
>>wrinkle grey.... 


This is one of the excellent post-WwW-II, Korean War ARC-type-12 sets 

produced by Aircraft Radio Corps. They were produced for both the military 

and civilian markets. The sets were very high quality and thus very highly priced 
for the time, so ARC had limited success with them. Sets were produced in both 24 
and 12-volt versions. 


The most common units included: 


( # indicates that I would like to acquire one of these) 
Receivers 

R-10 520-1500 KC. 

R-11 190-550 KC. 

R-15 108-135 MC. 

R-19 118-148 MC. 

R-20 75 MC marker beacon receiver. # 


Transmitters 
T-11 116-132 MC 2-watts AM, xtal control 5 chans. 
T-13 125-148 MC 2-watts AM, xtal control 5 chans. 


Accessories 

M-11A mount for T-11 and T-13 transmitters. # 
M-12A mount for R-10, -11, -15, -19. 

M-23 Mount for R-20 receiver. # 

K-12 Relay unit (M-20 mount). # 

K-13 Oscillator relay (K-13 mount) # 

A-12 and A-15 antennas. # 

L-10 Loop Antenna. # 


Control Heads 

The type-12 used a great many different control heads, 
generally numbered from C-10 to C-56. 

Many were flush mount in the instrument panel 
and thus are still in the bone yards, or went 
into the smelters. They are tough to find. 
Some of the model numbers are repeated 

from the older ARC-5 series. 

An AN/ARC-5 C-29 is a transmitter control box. 
The ARC-type-12 C-29 controls two transmitters, 
a receiver and an L-10 loop antenna. 


Here are some typical installations of the Korean War period: 
H-13 Helecopter: 

R-11 receiver with wire antenna (Ground control was on 236 KC). 
(2) T-11 transmitters. 

A-12 antenna. 

ARC-14048 control head. 


L-15 Light Aircraft: 

R-15 and R-11 receivers. 

(2) T-11 transmitters. 

C-16, -17, -18 and -25 control boxes. 
(2) J-10 jack boxes 

A-12, L-10 and wire antennas. 


Equipment Connections. 


Receiver R-10,11,15,19 connectors : 

The receivers have three connectors on the front, not 
counting the antennas. The top connector 

(where the dial is on ARC-5) is used to supply power 
and return keying control for a transmitter. 

It usually has an ARC-11934 jumper plug installed 

for B+ keying control and is covered by a screw-on cap. 
the lower-left 2-pin is supply voltage in and ground. 
The lower right is output and control. 


With plugs facing you from the outside, 
count all pins from the top left, counter-clockwise. 


Top plug (Xmtr connect) - 

A- +280 V B+ from dynamotor. 

B- Audio output. 

C- Ground. 

D- A+ supply voltage. 

E- +280 V B+ back from PTT relay and into receiver. 
F (center pin)- No connection. 


Lower left (2-pin) (A+ input) - 
A- Supply voltage to control plug pin F. 
B- Ground. 


Lower right (Control) - 
A- Audio Output. 
B- Loop control relay in R-10, -11 (switches antenna connections) . 
AF Cathode lead in R-15, -19 (Used for muting. Ground for audio on). 
C- Ground. 
D- A+ supply voltage to dynamotor. Jumper to pin F for operation. 
E- Sensitivity control. Connect 50K variable resistor to ground. 
F(center)- supply voltage from pin A, A+ connector. Jumper to D. 


Transmitter connectors. Facing you from the outside. 
Count from top-left, counter-clockwise. 

Four-Pin (top pin is A): 

A- Mike audio in (carbon mike). 

B- PTT (ground to operate). 

C- Ground. 

D- Sidetone out. 


Six-Pin: 

A- B+ in. Switched by PTT relay. 
On receive, B+ routed to pin E for receiver use. 
On transmit, B+ routed to transmit circuits. 

B- Sidetone out. 

C- Ground. 


D- A+ (+24, +12V) supply input (jumpered to H on 8-pin). 
E- Switched B+ out to receiver. 
F(center)- jumpered to pin G on 8-pin connector. 


Eight-Pin: 

A- Channel 1 (grnd to operate). 

B- Channel 2 (grnd to operate). 

C- Channel 3 (grnd to operate). 

D- Ground. 

E- Channel 4 (grnd to operate). 

F- Channel 5 (grnd to operate). 

G- Jumpered to pin F on 6-pin connector. 
H(center)- A+ supply (jumpered to D on six pin).

The one closest 
to the center is the adjusting point for the 40 or so mini screws that 
are used to linearize the PTO at up to 25 kcs increments. 


The 2nd hole (one that is almost behind the transformer can) is for the 
endpoint. Poke around in this second one and you xshould* find a screw 
to adjust. I think CW gives more output per turn of the PTO. 


I looked at one today, and the screw was partially obscured by some 
sort of plastic sealing stuff, while the last one I did had a 
plainly visible screw under the cap.

About overseas power and BAs. 

All my BAs are designed for 50-60 cycle AC instalation. 

My HRO-60 and my NC183 have dual power transformer inputs. You wire them as 
needed for 120 or 220 voltage. So there should be no problem there. 

My Hammerlunds are 120 unless it's an "E" model. Then the transformer is a 
dual voltage type. 

I would suggest the use of a stepdown transformer (220 to 120) of large 
enough amperage to operate this overseas equipment. It should work fine. 
One word of caution: Make sure the shell of the transformer is totaly 
isolated from it's 

internal connections. You don't want to turn into a short lived light bulb.
